On Thursday, 24 March 2005, the applicant's representatives conducted a phone 
interview with the examiner. During the interview the independent claims (1, 46, 54, and 
62) and the primary reference (Basso) were discussed. Proposed amendments were 
discussed that would overcome the primary reference. The examiner explained that once 
the primary reference was overcome an updated search would need to be performed 
(unless the objected claims were merged with the independent claims) before a 
determination could be made on the patentability of the application.
